‘ Twenty years ago this month I wrote my first story for St. Nicholas 
magazine. It seems odd that there is today no general national magazine which 
is hospitable to beginning writers and which prints pieces that charm completely 
the growing minds of the teens. St. Nick did that, and more, 


The writer who was accepted by this magazine which, since its founding 
in 1873 by Mary Mapes Dodge, had become something of an institution felt that he 
was in noble company. He could not easily forget that a long list of notables had 
contributed to its pages. To name only a few, there were Frank R. Stockton, Louisa 
May Alcott, Frances Hodgson Burnett, Charles E, Carryl, Edward Eggleston, Thomas 
Nelson Page, Mayne Reid, Mark Twain, Robert Louis Stevenson, G. A. Honty, Rudyard 
Kipling, Williem Dean Howells, G. W. Cable, Bret Harte, John Kendrick Bangs, Ralph 
Honry Barbour, Alico Hegan Rice, Albert Bigelow Paine, and Charles J. Finger. The 
effect of the "St. Nicholas League," which awarded gold and silver badges to youth- 
ful writers and artists, may have been to push many a boy and girl toward a caroor 
in prints among the award winners one can find the namos of E. St. Vincont Millay, 
Conrad William Faulknor, Ringgold W, Lardner, and S. V. Bonot. The pictures, too, 
wore always goods and among the illustrations of Reginald Birch and Howard Pylo 
thero was always room for Palmer Cox's Brownies and the Goops of Golett Burgess. 
The earliest recollection that I have of myself as a reader centers around the 
remembered weightiness of a browm, bound volume of St. Nicholas which I lugged to 
oa table in the Children's Room, there {for tho volumos wore too precious to bo 
taken home) to pursue through its pagos the sorial adventures of "The Young Crusoecs 
of the Skies," 





St. Nick, I guess, was too good to last. Nowadays an editor needs plenty 
of advertising if he is going to pay the bills; and parents rather than children 
are the main buyers of goods. Moreover, in the present generation the specialized 
reading interests between boys and girls show themselves much oarlier; boys don't 
want to bo caught reading a magazine that has stuff for girls in it. Woll, St. 
Wicholas failed, and the American Boy, oven after it took over the circulation of 
the ocd old Youth's Companions was not able to keep on eithor, I imagine that in 
this speedy age, the "oc ron's magazine," except for the very young, would be an 
anachronism. Probably tho adolescents of today satisfy their roading urgo with 
copios of Life, the New Yorker, and the Atomic Digestt

In a recent issue of _the Library Journal, there is an article on "Ques- 
tions and Answers on A. L. A." which leaves one still dissatisfied, still con- 
fused, still asking unanswered questions concerning the organization which is 
supposed to be the leading exponent of the aims and processes and ideals of the 
library profession. Of course, it is simple enough to tear apart any given state- 
ment of policy, particularly when produced in brief question and answer forn, 
particularly when written in a defensive tone. It is that tone of defonsiveness 
which endorses the suspicion that there is reason for house cleaning within the 
ranks of the national organization which is supposed to be ropresenting the li+ 
brary profession. 


An organization so admittedly unwieldy, cumbersome, committee riddon 
and with interest restrictod mostly to the county and public library ficlds, 
should stop trying to act as the authorizod agent of the whole American library 
field, change its name, and work at its proper level. To the librarian working 
in college, university, or any of tho great variety of specialized libraries, 
it is taxation without representation, it is participation with no support in 
roturn. Consider the evasive words used in answering the question: What hap- 
pens when a member makes a suggestion? Estimate these words and their useful- 
noss in making up a Constructive paragraph: usually, somo, or, without, come 
nonts, evontually, if, my, some, or. Quoting the paragraph in full makes you 
roalize that thero is a better, shorter, simplor answer, But here is the para- 
graphs 


A suggestion from a member usually is roferrod to some 
committee or board with or without comments from officers and 
staff mombors. The committee deliborates and oventually producos 
a report if the idea gains support. The committco may act on its 
own account in some cases, or in many cases must peport to the 
Council for confirmation of its rocommendations ... 


It would be simpler for a lono person to got a bill passed in Congross. 


Perhaps the Amorican Library Association should cease being a big 
frog in a little puddle, and concentrate on doing a better, smaller job. It 
entered the publishing field for publication of professional books, which 
wore previously boing sucossfully printed, oat no difforence in cost, by sev- 
eral other reliable firms. It oporntos a Porsonnel office which admits of 
having a very low batting average, and after oll isn't that a field in which 
tho Library school is much more adept? It sets standards for personnel and 
administration, and yet how capable is the A. L. A. of enforcing those stan- 
dards? It publishes a bullotin which is merely a mouthpiece for the Associa- 
tion and its many committees, and has little matorial of interost or use to 
the rank and file member. It offers affiliation in one spocial division (oe. g. 
Catalog section) at no additional cost to members paying duos of three dollars 
or more, What about those who pay loss? Is that democratic? The American 
Library Association admits. that it "provides a national voice tor librarians, 
which becauso of its size and magnitude commands the respect and attention of 
both local and national authorities.5 Docs it? Does it command the attention 
aud respect of its own monbers? , 


We noed an American Library Association. Wo need a strong, powerful, 
far-reaching, high-minded national professional organization which will help us 
through the approaching crucial years. We noed an Association which will stop 
arguing with itsolf publicly; stop being on tho dofensivo, and without further 
ado, prove its worth by getting down to the business at hand.

In my institution I am tho being priviloged to communicate with that god 
of catalogers, the U. S,. Library of Congross, anent printed cards. I love the 
Card Division «= so regular, so interosting, so devoted a correspondent. I ordor 
the cards ( a delightful ritual in itself) and in two months we receive neat 
square packages, as full of juicy orrors as a fruit cake is of raisins, If we 
ask for 41-40602 they think we meant 42-4060]. If we want eight cards they send 
four.

If 
thore were not 5000 miles and laws against homicide betwoen us hoe would find out 
how cooporative I feol about all his false good humor, 


Lately an officiency expert has joined their organization. I can just see 
the man, investigating oll the filos, radiating energy and intolligenco. I bet 
he has popeeyes and slicked-down hair. Hoe is full of marvelous ideas -- he sends 
us difforont-colored bits of paper to type our ordor on; he sends long charts 
showing how far behind L. C. is with its work; he sends ballots for us to vote 
yos or no on changes of policy; he sends blanks for us to write our addross on 
(I don't know how he thinks wo get the blanks if he doosn’t already know our ad- 
dress); he evon gote out a littlo serial publication on his new policios, Way 
off here in the Pacific wo aro always a month behind tho changes. I wish ho 
would communicate with us by cable; I hate to be always so oldefashioned. 


But my complaints are poor trivial things compared with the gonuine ploas- 
ure I receive from this lively correspondence, I love them all <= oevon the 
Stupidity Expert who jams up the orders and sends us the cards another library 
wonts. The Library of Congress Card Division is unquestionably my favorite ine

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IN MEMORIAM 
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Miss Mary A. Burbank, whose long life ended on the 10th day of January 
last, had a part in the development of libraries in Hawaii. She was born in Maine, 
September 6th, 1847, and at the age of six years she was brought te these Islands, 
where the greater part of her life was spent; a kamaaina indeed, many were her 
interesting reminiscences of monarchy days in our small kingdom. 


April lst, 1891, she became librarian of the Honolulu Library and Read- 
ing Room Association, established in 1879, which was located in a small brick 
building on the corner of Hotel and Alakea streets, whore the Y. M. C. A. building 
now stands. She held the position for twelve years, serving faithfully. I once 
heard one of the Trusteos of the Library say that she was the best librarian they 
had over employed. 


Of koen mind and pleasing personality, she took up tho work with onergy 
and enthusiasm, attending personally to the ordoring, classifying and cataloging 
of the books, being also a member ox-officio of the comhittee which selected the 
titles to be ordered. On the death of the treasuror, sho became his successor, 
and hor salary was increased from $300 to $400 a year. Knowing the resources of 
the library woll, she was always helpful in guiding a reader to the best litorne 
turGe 


In 1892 the Hawaiian Historical Socioty was formed and books too value 
able to circulate were shelved in o small room facing Hotel street. This collece 
tion was also in her care. In her ocightieth yoar, long years after hor rotiroment, 
the president of the Society requosted her to write a paper on the history of tho 
Honolulu Library. Sho gladly consented and spent many hours of preparation on 
The Story of the Honolulu Library and Reading Room Association. She mado a charm- 
{ng appearance when she read the papor at the Annual Moeting of the Socicty Febru- 
ary 14, 1928, It was most interesting and was groeted with applause. Published 
in full in the Thirtyesixth Annual report of the Hawaiian Historical society for 
1927, it is a tale of progross, beginning with the vision of a small group of men 
in Honolulu in 1879, and ending in our fine Public library of today. 





In this chain of ovents Mary A. Burbank was an important link.

As>the Journal goes to press, word has been received of the death of 
Charles Monroe Sheldon, clergyman, lecturer, editor, and author of much poetry 
and prose, including the best selling religious novel In His Steps. 





Sheldon was born in Wellsville, New York on Fobruary 26, 1857 and 
attended secondary schools thore, He graduated from Brown University and wos 
ordained a Congregational minister from Andover theological sominary.in 1886. Ho 
held pastorates in Vermont and Topeka, Kansas, and for ono weok in 1900 he edited 
the Topeka Capital as a distinctly Christian daily newspaper, Ho was editor-in- 
chief of the Christian Herald from 1900 to 1925, 


In His Steps was writton in 1896, a few years aftor he had moved to 
nd for many years it headed all best seller lists in number of copies 
sold. It has beon translatod into at least 16 languages, and the author producod 
a droematized version of it in 1923. Because of a faulty copyright, Sheldon's 
royaltios for a religious book second in popularity only to the Bible, had amount- 
ed to only $1,275 by 1933!

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Hawaiian Mission Children's Society By Bernice Judd 


During the past few months, the society has undertaken an interesting 
project with the collaboration of the Board of the Hawaiian Evangelical Associa~ 
tion. It is the translation of the many Hawaiian letters and reports owned 
jointly by the two organizations. The job of sorting and filing these old docu- 
ments has fallen to me, although the actual translation is being done by Henry 
P, Judd. Much valuable source material is being made available and will be some 
day, it is hoped, the basis for an authontic history of the mission work in Ha- 
waii and the other arens in tho Pacific where the native Hawaiians served as 
missionarics. 


University of Hawaii Library By Helen Gilbertson 


The Army Map Service, under the sponsorship of tho Federal Relations 
committee has made the University library o depository to recoive 50,000 maps 
(25,000 in duplicate). Tho first batch, of perhaps 1000, has arrived. They aro 
excollont reproductions on paper of high rag content. These maps cover the one 
tire world, geographically, politically, and cconomically, and are accompanicd 
by gazeteors, glossarios and indexes, They will be cataloged as a spocial cole 
lection and will be availablo for reference purposos, 


The Reference dopartmont is doing a bibliography of selected materials 
on former Japanese mandated torritories. It is limitod to the holdings of this 
library and selection for it is made on tho basis of content, and includos only 


significant aspects such as anthropological, ethnological, and scientific infor- 
mation. 


A recent oxhibit was devoted to Sir William Jones, founder of the 
Royal Asiatic Society of Bengal, which invited President Sinclair to attend tho 
bicentennial celebration in Calcutta this yoar. The exhibit included excorpts 
of Sir William Jones' writings, biographical notes, and pictures loaned by Pres- 
ident Sinclair. Exhibits now in the oases include lives and times of Georgo 
Washington and Aoraham Lincoln, and a numbor of reproductions of documents im- 
portant in American history, from the Mayflower Compact to the Atlantic Charter. 


The library has acquired most of the fifteenevolume set of the photoe 
lithoprint edition of the principal documents of the United Nations Conforonce 
on International Organization, San Francisco, 1945. The finnl documents aro in 
tho five official languages of the Conference (Chinese, English, French, Russian, 
Spanish), and all the rest of the materiel is in the two working languages, Eng- 
lish and French, The set is published by the United Nations Information Organi- 
zation, in cooperation with the Library of Congress. Another acquisition is a 
rare item of Hawaiiana. This is the Correspondence Relative to the Sandwich 
Islands, 182401844, printed solely for the use of the Cabinet, private and con- 
fidertial, London, 1844. There are not many othor copies in oxistonce -- tho 
Britis s Recor fice supposedly has an incompleto copy and Harvard Unie 
versity has a copy. The Library of Congress does not havo a copy as far as we 
know. This perfect copy was purchased from Mr. Donald Angus who found it in 
London. The original ownor was probsebly Rt. Honorable Edward John Stanley, whose 
signature is on the oover., He was o momber of the British Cabinot at the time of 
publication of tho Correspondence. Tho Correspondence covers the era when the 
Hawmiian Islands were omerging from obscurity and gaining a position in the world 
-- cortainly one of tho most important periods in Hawaiian history. 
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NEWS FROM THE LIBRARIES 
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University of Hawaii Library, cont. 


Punahou seniors aro solomnly busy in the University library, doing 
research for their term papers, and keep the Reference and Circulation depart- 
ments hopping. When Punahou school moved to the Téachers' College buildings in 
1942, the students were encouraged to use the University library, particularily 
the soniors who were writing their senior themes. This practice has continued 
and oven now that the school is back on its own campus, the Seniors have been 
given instruction in tho use of the Univorsity of Hawaii library and have boon 
using it for a source of material. Topics range from “Are the Polynesians one 
of the seven lost tribes?" to "Tho art of skiing"; from "Georgo Sand's acquaint- 
ance with Chopin" to "The cutopsy or post-mortem." Wo think wo would least onjoy 
reading the one entitled "A soil fumigant: dichloropropanedichloropropenc." 


The Library is fighting a losing battle against twenticeth-contury civ- 
jlization. Gale Sakai mourns that the clevator works less often then it sticks, 
and her student assistants havo to walk "thousands of miles" carrying things up 
to the third floor, In the cataloging dopartment a big fluorescent tube fell 
suddenly from the ceiling practically into Harue Morimoto'’s lap -- only luckily 
Harue was not in her chair at the moment. It looks as if the technocratic rovo- 
lution is beginning.
